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COWBRIDGE COMMUTER FEARS 
THERE COULD BE A TRAGEDY 

‘School must look at 
its drop-off policy!’ 


A commuter who 
regularly passes by 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
School, has 
contacted The 
GEM because he is 
worried about the 
safety of pupils 
arriving for the 
school day. 

Mr Wayne Locke 
said he fears there could 
be an accident. 

He explained that 
from 7.45am to 8.45am 
on the Aberthin Road 
between the Edmondes 


Arms and the brow 
between Aberthin and 
the school, it was very 
dangerous. 

He said: “I pass the 
school each morning 
between these times, 
and most mornings I 
witness children 
narrowly missed by 
vehicles, as they are 
dropped off for school 
by parents who are not 
permitted at certain 
times to access the 
school’s purpose-built 
drop-off zone. 

“One appreciates the 
school has a duty to 
prevent accidents on 
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This Sunday 27th September, 
11am -4pm.

school grounds, but to 
exacerbate the risk of 
serious incidents by 
displacing the drop-off 
zone onto the narrow 
highway outside school 
is increased madness. 

“One also appreciates 
that parents and pupils 
should (in theory) obey 
the strict rules and 
timings put in place by 
the school as to when 
pupils are dropped off. 

“However, this does 
not reflect the real 
world and the reality of 
the matter is that 
whatever their reason 
for being late, children’s 
lives are put at risk 
every morning. 

“Only this morning 
(Friday, September 18) 

I witnessed two very 
‘close shave’ incidents, 
where pupils were 
nearly knocked over by 
vehicles, as masses of 
pupils were forced to 
take their chances in the 
same environment as 


cars and buses stopping, 
overtaking, pulling out 
and turning on the 
narrow public 
highway.” 

Mr Locke, who 
works in Cowbridge, 
went on:“My colleague 
in work also witnessed 
a similar separate 
incident when she was 
driving to the office this 
morning. 

“There are many 
conflicting reports as to 
what the new 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School 
actually cost to develop 
but either way, circa 
£21.5 million or more 
was invested to develop 
a child safe 
environment with 
purpose built coach and 
car drop-off and parking 
zones. 

“If the existing 
design of this very 
expensive, brand new 
school is not fit for 
purpose, who is 
accountable and what’s 
being done about it? 

“Cowbridge, and the 
Vale as a community, 
needs to lobby the 


school to change its 
policy of simply 
shifting the problem off 
site and start embracing 
its responsibilities, 
before the loss of a 
child’s life forces that 
change.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: 
“Members of the 
council’s highways 
team visited the school 
earlier this month to 
assess the situation. 

“Within the school’s 
car park, the designated 
school buses were 
adhering to the new 
drop-off arrangements 
safely. 

“With regard to 
traffic on the road, it 
was our engineers’ view 
that while there were 
certainly some 
inconsiderate and 
inappropriate road 
manoeuvres being 
undertaken, visibility 
for all road users was 
good and there was no 
significant risk to either 
road users or 
pedestrians.

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'Improved cycle 
path Is the real 
answer on road’ 


1 WAS surprised 
to read the 
letter from Max 
Wallis of Friends of 
the Earth in last 
week’s GEM, 
because it sounds as 
though he is against 
separated cycle 
paths in principle. 

Anyone who thinks 
that cycling should be an 
available transport 
option for anyone who 
would like to use it, 
which surely includes 
FoE, needs to support 
segregation on main 
roads, because the vast 
majority of people are 
not willing to cycle on 
the roads in existing 
conditions. 

If, however, I have 
misunderstood, and he 
was only objecting to the 
particular 

implementation on Port 
Road, then I agree with 
him. 

In order to be 
successful, it should be 
safe enough for 
unaccompanied 
schoolchildren and users 
of mobility scooters, 
while being convenient 
enough to attract 
existing sporty, touring 
or commuting cyclists. 

I would rate Port 
Road as poor on the 
first, and terrible on the 
second. 


Between Weycock 
Cross and the 
roundabout at the Docks 
Link Road, anyone using 
the road may (or may 
not) have to wait at one 
roundabout and/or two 
signalised junctions. 

On the other hand, the 
cycle path begins on the 
opposite side of the road 
and things don’t really 
improve from there. 

It requires crossing 
back over Port Road 
later on via a two-stage 
toucan crossing; and 
crossing Colcot Road, 
with no help beyond a 
‘cattle pen’, and with a 
poor sightline due to 
parked cars. 

Further, there are four 
more unaided crossings 
of side roads, all 
requiring cyclists to give 
way, one with a ‘cyclists 
dismount’ sign, and one 
requiring four right- 
angle turns; two more 
toucan crossings; 15 
driveways and one petrol 
station exit with no 
marked priority; and, in 
places, bumpy, puddle- 
ridden and debris-strewn 
surfaces. 

So my argument is 
not that such a cycle 
path is not required, but 
that it should be much, 
much better.

‘The street lighting 
cuts in the Vale are

D O we have some intelligent species 
running our council, or just some 
melancholy bodies paid lip service 
to control our services to such an 
unacceptable degree of satisfaction? 

We are told that in order for the council to make 
essential cash savings throughout the coming 
financial year and beyond, certain of our street 
lighting will have to be turned off during night time 
periods between midnight and 6am, in order to 
make essential services more economical. 

What an absolute farce indeed! Just take a 
moment after midnight to witness such essential 
cuts to our street lighting, and you will see that yet 
again our erstwhile council have got it wrong. 

For example, the street lights at the Harbour 
Road causeway on the approach to Barry Island are 
turned off between midnight and 6am; an amazing 
amount of money can be saved by this action but 
there are certain anomalies which make this 
practice a complete and utter farce. 

The Harbour Road council-run car park and the

LONG WAIT FOR 
HOSPITAL TEST 


R ecently, the 

system of 
assessing how 
quickly emergency 
ambulances reach 
patients facing life 
threatening situations 
was dramatically 
altered. 

This change followed 
years of failing to hit the 
minimum targets. 
Apparently, the change 
had nothing to do with 
the political 
embarrassment of 
monthly reports of 
delays and queues of 
ambulances at hospital 
doors. 

When these easier 
targets were challenged 
by Plaid Cymru the 
Labour ministers said 
the old system was years 
out of date, but didn’t 
explain why the changes 
had not occurred earlier. 
Naturally, they also 
didn’t mention that 
cancer targets had also 
been made easier to 
achieve. 

Now it has emerged 
that if you are a patient 
in Wales, the time spent 
waiting for diagnostic 
tests can be massively 
longer than for a patient 
in Scotland or England. 
An MRI scan is a 


good example. In 
England less than 1 per 
cent of patients wait 
longer than six weeks. 

In Wales the figure is 32 
per cent. 

For a cystoscopy, a 
specialist bladder 
examination, the figures 
are 6.4 per cent in 
England and a huge 52 
per cent in Wales. 

So the pledge by Elin 
Jones Plaid health 
spokeswoman that a 
Plaid Government would 
bring Welsh care levels 
for diagnostics up to the 
UK level is very 
welcome. 

It is simply not 
acceptable for Welsh 
waiting times to be 
substantially longer than 
elsewhere. Labour 
ministers have let people 
down for far too long. 

This means that 
people who are worried 
about potential illnesses 
are waiting far too long 
for the diagnosis. 

Plaid would seek to 
match the highest 
standards across the UK 
and ensure that people 
receive cancer diagnoses 
within 28 days.

breakwater, are fully illuminated all night, with the 
car park, especially, lit up with no fewer than about 
18 floodlights. 

The floodlights on the new footbridge at Barry 
Island station are also decimating the national grid 
at a time when there is no one using the facility, 
due to the fact that most people are in bed between 
the hours of midnight to 6am. 

The even greater farce is that the Civic Offices 
and car park at Holton Road/Dock View Road are 
both lit up like Crystal Palace.

Commuter’s

The spokesman 
continued: “Road safety 
is of course very 
important and not an 
issue that should be 
taken lightly. This is why 
we will continue to work 
with the school to help 
them find a solution that 
meets their needs as well 
as those of others. 

“In the meantime we 
would urge anyone 
passing Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
at busy times to ensure 
they drive safely and 
with consideration for 
both other motorists and 
pedestrians.” 

A spokesman for the 
school said the safety of 
pupils and staff on the 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
site was of paramount 
importance to the 
governors and staff at the 
school. 

The spokesman said: 
“The school was 
relocated on a single site 
and opened in September 
2010 . 

“Since that time, the 
number of pupils 
attending the school has 
increased and, as a 
result, the pressure on 
the site caused by 
increased parental traffic 
and school bus transport 
led to a decision to alter 
the original school 
arrangements for 

vehicular access. 

“In January 2015, 
parents and vehicle users 
were informed of 


changes to access 
arrangements to the 
school. 

“These were 

implemented in February 
2015, allowing parents 
four weeks to explore 
alternative routes that 
would enable them to 
drop their children off 
safely. 

“These included using 
the renovated pathway 
from the Town Hall car 
park in Cowbridge that 
runs directly to the 
school site. 

“The new system 
allows vehicle (staff, 
parent and sixth form 
students) access to the 
site until 8.10am, when 
access is restricted to the 
15 or more school buses 
and taxis. 

“This restriction is in 
place until 8.30am when 
school starts. This allows 
for the safe entrance and 
drop-off of a large 
number of children and 
prevents pedestrians 
from potential near 
misses when mixed with 
parental traffic, as used 
to happen prior to the 
restrictions. 

“We have taken every 
possible step to enable 
parents to safely drop-off 
pupils by car. What is 
unfortunate is that we 
have been met with a 
minority of road users 
who choose to ignore the 
standard traffic 

regulations and cause 
obstructions and 

therefore, are a hazard on 
the public highway.” 
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COUNCIL HOLDS 
BACK ON CAR 
PARK CHARGES 


Mari brings the Welsh 
connection to life in 
her historical novel 



PLANNED car 
parking charges for 
Barry and 
Cowbridge town 
centres are to be 
delayed, the Vale 
Council announced 
this week. 

A report to cabinet in 
July had proposed the 
introduction of charges 
for the use of 146 
spaces in Barry and 179 
spaces in Cowbridge, 8 
per cent and 22 per cent 
of the total spaces in 
each respective town 
centre. 

However, following 


the feedback received 
from local traders, 
residents, and the 
council’s economy and 
environment scrutiny 
committee, a decision 
has been taken to 
“reappraise some 
aspects of the proposal, 
including the viability 
of offering a period of 
free parking”. 

Llantwit councillor 
Gwyn John, cabinet 
member for visible 
services and leisure, 
said: “The introduction 
of car parking charges 
for the small proportion 
of spaces already 


identified in Barry and 
Cowbridge is still a 
necessity. 

“However, in light of 
the feedback that we 
have received, 
particularly from 
scrutiny committee, I 
have asked for further 
work to be done to 
reappraise certain 
aspects of the proposals 
before a final decision is 
taken. 

“The additional work 
to be undertaken will 
focus on two areas, the 
use of automatic 
number plate 
recognition technology 
and the viability of 
incorporating a period 
of free parking within 
the proposed charging 
arrangements,” Coun 
John added. 

The council says that 
due to central 
government cuts, it 
must meet a funding 
shortfall of £25m over 
the next three years. 
Although the proposed 
charges will generally 
raise money to fund the 
maintenance, operation 
and improvement of the 
car parks themselves, 
the rationale for 
introducing charges was 
“rooted in the need to 
increase the number of 


visitors and parking 
space availability to two 
of the Vale’s town 
centres”. 

Parking surveys had 
shown that the majority 
of town centres spaces 
are not being used for 
short stays by visitors or 
shoppers but rather for 
longer stay parking, 
with many spaces often 
being occupied by the 
same car all day. 

A council spokesman 
explained: “In Barry 40 
per cent of vehicles in 
the Kendrick Road car 
park and 52 per cent of 
those in the Thompson 
Street car park stay for 
at least 4.5 hours. While 
in Cowbridge, 62 per 
cent of cars parked in 
the Town Hall car park 
stay for at least this 
length of time. All of 
the car parks for which 
charges being proposed 
are full or close to 
capacity for most of the 
working day. 

“The introduction of 
charging is designed to 
free up those spaces 
closest to shopping 
centres for people 
planning on short 
stays.” 


THE Tudor 
dynasty has never 
been higher-profile 
than it is at the 
moment - the 
result of a series of 
books and films - 
but Llantwit 
Major’s Mari 
Griffith is looking 
to tell the world of 
the Welsh 
connection! 

Mari’s new historical 
fiction book, The Root 
of the Tudor Rose’ 
focuses on the life of 
Catherine de Valois - 
the wife of Henry V - 
and in particular her 
relationship after 
Henry’s death with a 
young Welshman, Owen 
Tudor. 

There were six 
children from that 
relationship, the Tudors 
would become the rivals 
of the Plantagenets, and 
her grandson would 
become Henry VII. 
There is even a 
connection to Owain 
Glyndwr, who was 
Owen Tudor’s great- 
uncle. 

For Mari Griffith, 
writing a novel is a new 
departure after a life 
spent in music and TV 
here in Wales. GEM 
readers with long 
memories may recall a 


BBC Wales show Poems 
and Pints (1972 to 
1978), presented by 
Max Boyce and Ryan 
Davies. 

Mari was a regular 
guest on the show, 
reading poetry or 
singing folk songs. 

Ever since then, she has 
been associated with the 
BBC, either presenting 
or appearing in a wide 
variety of TV and radio 
programmes. 

Mari told The GEM: 
“The Welsh played a 
great part in 15th 
century English history, 
and I wanted more 
people to know that.” 

She was bom and 
brought up in Maesteg, 
went to Maesteg 
Grammar School, and 
then to Cardiff 
University. Folk music 
was her passion, and 
that led to work with the 


BBC. At one time, she 
was dividing her time 
between London and 
Cardiff, producing and 
appearing in schools’ 
programmes, music 
series and combining 
that with presenting 
work 

It was, she says, a 
“very busy time”. 
Eventually, she settled 
in Cardiff with BBC 
Wales, and her 
continued involvement 
has seen her associated 
with putting on The 
Cardiff Singer of the 
Year and also Children 
In Need. 

However, in 2007 she 
retired, settled in 
Llantwit Major and set 
about writing. She said: 
“The internet is a 
massive research tool 
for writers these days, 
and The Oxford 
Dictionary of National 


Biography is a 
wonderful resource.” 

The story of 
Catherine de Valois has, 
says Mari, been told a 
number of times, but the 
Welsh connection has 
always been 
underplayed. She hopes 
that this book will 
redress that balance. 

She is also grateful 
for the guidance of 
Bernard Knight, the 
pathologist and crime 
writer, who said: ‘A 
stunning first novel...this 
new treatment of 
Catherine de Valois’ 
story will be a delight to 
lovers of historical 
fiction.’ 

Alison Weir, 
bestselling author of 
‘The Six Wives of 
Henry VIII’ said: 
‘Immensely readable 
and compelling... 

Highly recommended!’

A council spokesman 
said: “The work has 
brought easier access to 
the promenade and 
eastern beach, and a 
new water mist feature 
in the shape of 
ammonite fossils built 
below a covered events 
area. 

“The most frequent 
praise has been reserved 
for the traversing wall 
designed by artist 
Gordon Young, and the 
sets of colourful beach 
huts, which are 
available for hire all 
year round.” 

The project has 
garnered wide coverage 
since its completion, 
being featured on ITV’s 
Coast and Country, 
BBC’s The One Show, 
and on various news 
broadcasts. 

The conversion and 
renovation of the 
Hydraulic Pump House 
in Barry Waterfront, has 


also been shortlisted. 

One of Wales’ few 
remaining pumping 
houses and dating back 
to the 1880s, the 
building and its 
imposing chimney is a 
landmark. 

The renovation is a 
high quality conversion 
of a grade II listed 
building and includes 
the creation of 15 new 
live/work/residential 
units on an upper floor, 
while the ground floor 
is being divided to 
create several 
commercial units. 

A new pedestrian 
plaza and outside 
seating areas will also 
be constructed as the 
works near completion. 

It is being delivered 
by local developer DS 
Properties, as part of the 
£30million joint venture 
between the Vale 
Council and Welsh 
Government that has 



also brought a hotel, 
family restaurant, 
medical centre, business 
premises, and a training 
centre to the town’s 
former docks. 

Coun Lis Burnett, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “For 
the Vale to have not just 
one but two separate 
projects shortlisted for 
this prestigious award 
highlights just how 
much regeneration work 
is under way. The 
rejuvenation of Barry 
Island has been a 
particular success and I 
am delighted to see the 
project shortlisted for 
yet another award. 

“What is most 
pleasing, however, is 
that the regeneration of 
the area is set to 
continue. 

“The renovation of 
the Pump House, a 
project that the council 
is delighted to have 
been a part of, is due to 
be completed soon - 
and there is much more 
to come!” Coun Burnett 
added.

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‘Re-appraisal of 
parking charges 
commonsense! ’ 


0.1% of what the Vale 
Council spends annually - 
that is the figure the Vale 
Council cabinet have been 
attempting to raise by 
introducing car parking 
charges in the handpicked 
towns of Barry and 
Cowbridge. 

The local authority stated 
clearly that the primary aim of 
installing parking meters in our 
towns is to raise revenue for their 
own spending - and it has caused 
deep, deep concern across the 
Vale. 

I was, therefore, pleased to see 
that this week the local authority 
has taken the necessary step of 
listening to the community and re¬ 
appraising any introduction of car 
parking charges. 

At the time of going to press 
over 3,000 local residents have 
signed a petition against the 
introduction of car parking 
charges. 

Traders have been left anxious 
that the future of our most 
cherished high streets could be 
under threat, and I fully 
understand their concern. 

I have yet to meet a small 
business owner in Barry and 
Cowbridge that is in favour of 
such punitive charges, as they 
know how damaging such a blunt 
policy would be. 

Over 100 small business 
owners, supporting hundreds of 
jobs, got together to call on the 
council to go through a genuine 
consultation process. 

Local residents, traders and 
small businesses, some operated 
by generations of families, are 
what make our communities so 
diverse. 

The damage that could be 
inflicted by introducing charges of 
up to £30 a week to park is simply 
unnecessary, as it would only raise 
a tiny amount in comparison to 
what the Vale Council spends 
annually. 

If you were to ask most 
businesses if they could save 0.1% 
per annum on costs, they would 
seek more efficient ways of 
providing services to users. 

The same process happens in 
households on every street in the 
Vale. The Vale Council could take

the opportunity to reduce costs, do 
things differently - rather than 
take the easy option of loading 
costs on to our communities. 

Local residents and traders have 
had to contend with inflation- 
busting rises in council tax over 
recent years, and I have been 
staggered by the strength of 
feeling on this issue. 

The council can now listen to 
the different ideas to solve any 
parking problems that may or may 
not exist. 

The people that live and work in 
and around car parks have some 
fantastic ideas. It is only right and 
fair that these are heard, 
considered and acted upon through 
a genuine consultation. 

To their credit, local councillors 
of all political persuasions on the 
Scrutiny Committee voted 
unanimously to ask the cabinet to 
reconsider and consult on such 
damaging proposals. 

The main aim of car parking 
changes should be to encourage 
our towns to prosper, and not 
interrupt the peaceful parking 
arrangements in residential streets. 

That is why I have called, in 
several columns in this newspaper, 
for the local authority to pause, 
listen, and consult with the people 
who would have to live with such 
damaging parking charges.

Recalling conscription... 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum was Colin 
Evans. 

He spoke of his 
experience during the 
call up. Colin explained 
that when he got his call 
up papers, he had hoped 
to become a pilot in the 
RAF, but because he had 
a perforated eardrum, he 
failed the medical and 
would not be able to fly. 

He was confined to 
the RAF ground crew 
for the duration of his 
national conscription. 
Peter Westcott the 
Chairman of Barry 
Men’s Fomm, also 
suffered a similar fate in 
the RAF when 
diagnosed with a 
perforated eardrum. 

Anyone considered to 
be medically unfit would 
not be put into active 
service; an example of 
this was the famous 
English cricketer Colin 
Cowdrey. 

He had flat feet so he 
was declared unfit for 
the armed forces call up. 

However, he 
managed to score a 
hundred hundreds while 
playing cricket for 
England! 

National Service 
existed from January 18, 
1947 until December 13, 
1962. All of Britain’s 
young men between the 
age of 18 and 26 were 
required by law to serve 
a period of national 
service in HM’s army, 
navy or the RAF. 

The duration varied 
from two years to 18 
months. 


They were paid 28 
shillings or £1.40p 
wages each week. The 
government reduced the 
period to 18 month, 
when Viscount 
Montgomery was 
transferred to NATO. 

Young men from 
Northern Ireland and the 
Channel Irelands were 
excluded, but men from 
the Isle of Man were 
included. 

There were several 
other exemptions, blind, 
mentally ill, coal miners, 
clergymen, university 
students, apprentices, 


farmers and food 
producers were all 
excluded. 

The total number of 
men enlisted into the 
armed forces during this 
period was 2.3 million. 
This caused a decline in 
the national workforce 
and the output from 
many factories suffered. 

There were several 
conflicts during and after 
the Second World War. 
Britain, as an Imperial 
nation, had to play a role 
in peace keeping 
throughout the world. 
British forces were 


stationed in Germany, 
India, East Africa, 
Palestine, Suez and 
Cyprus. 

The Forum next meets

A MAJOR new 
report into the 
future needs of 
families in Wales 
whose children are 
expected to die in 
childhood was 
launched by Wales’ 
Minister for Health 
and Social Services, 
Mark Drakeford. 

The report, published 
by the University of 
South Wales’ Welsh 
Institute for Health and 
Social Care and 
commissioned by Ty 
Hafan, is a system-wide 
review of the services 
available for children 
who need specialist care 
throughout their lives, 
highlighting the strides 
that have already been 
taken in Wales, and 
providing 


recommendations for 
improving the support 
available. 

The report describes 
how the services required 
for children expected to 
die in childhood, and the 
support required by their 
families, differ 

considerably from adult 
end-of-life care. 

The report suggests 
that at any one time, and 
excluding new-born 
babies, there are 1,050 
children in Wales that 
would benefit from 
specialist paediatric 
palliative care, around 10 
per cent of whom will die 
in any one year. 

The relatively small 
numbers in need of care 
has, the report suggests, 
resulted in their needs 
becoming subsumed 
within a wider approach 
to palliative, and end-of-

down memory lane. 

The Queen Street 
area of the capital city 
was well known for its 
abundance of theatres 
and cinemas, such as the 
Capitol, Empire, 
Olympia and Queens. 
These picture palaces 
no longer exist, but the 
reader of this fascinating 
book will now be able 
to see where they 
actually stood and what 
business or shop has 
replaced them.

It highlights the 
significant commitment 
across the NHS and from 
specialist clinicians, and 
describes how the system 
of care is built around a 
small number of highly 
committed individuals 
working across complex 
structures, and as such is 
fragmented and fragile. 

The recommendations 
include developing a 
Paediatric Palliative Care 
Implementation Plan to 
run alongside the End of 
Life Implementation 
Plan, to better take 
account of the specific 
needs of children. 

Authored by Professor 
Marcus Longley, Mr Jon 
Skone and Dr Cerilan 
Rogers, it draws on the 
full and active 

involvement of key 
stakeholders from the 
Welsh Government, NHS 
Wales, Local Health 

Boards, academia and the 
charity sector, notably Ty 
Hafan, Hope House 

Children’s Hospices and 
Together for Short Lives. 

Ty Hafan 

commissioned the report 
to gain insight into future 
needs and by furthering 
its partnership with the 
NHS and others hopes to 
continue to evolve 
world-class paediatric 


palliative care provision 
in Wales. 

Professor Drakeford 
said; “I welcome Ty 
Hafan’s commitment to 
working in partnership 
with the End-of-Life 
Care Implementation 
Board and the Welsh 
Government to drive 
forward key 

improvements to end-of- 
life care for children and 
young people in Wales.” 

Out of the estimated 
population of 1,054 
children requiring 
palliative care in Wales, 
only around 105 will 
require end-of-life care 
during each given year, 
leaving a question mark 
over what support and 
service is currently being 
offered to the remaining 
90 per cent of children 
with palliative care 
needs. 

Ty Hafan’s deputy 
chief executive, Jeremy 
Jackson, said: “Ty Hafan 
is committed to 
identifying all children in 
Wales who are expected 
to die in childhood and 
offer them, and their 
families, a 

comprehensive package 
of high-quality, free care 
and support. We cannot 
do this alone, we can do 
so in partnership and we 
welcome the 

collaboration and 

cooperation of all 
stakeholders that has 
made this report 
possible.”

RARE DISEASE 


ECD IS an ultra- 
rare condition with 
no known cause 
and is very often 
misdiagnosed. The 
disease is 
considered a non- 
Langerhans 
histiocytosis, 
cancer-like 
(neoplastic) 
disease. 

Virtually every organ 
can be involved. Each 
patient can have a 
different combination of 
organs affected. ECD is 
progressive, potentially 
resulting in organ 
failure, unless 
successful treatment is 
found. 

More commonly 


affected are long bones, 
skin, lungs, brain, 
pituitary glands, 
kidneys, the abdominal 
cavity, the membrane 
surrounding the heart, 
and more rarely other 
organs. 

Common symptoms 
of the disease may 
include bone pain, fever, 
night sweats, weakness, 
fatigue, excessive thirst 
and urination, balance 
issues, lower back pain, 
bulging of the 
eye/vision issues, rash, 
shortness of breath, 
heart issues, and 
increased susceptibility 
to infections. 

Diagnosis is done in 
a variety of ways such 
as biopsies, bone scans, 
and urine testing.

Doctors say 
^protect 
yourself 
with flu jab 9 


AS winter and the 
flu season 
approaches doctors 
and nurses are 
advising people 
with health 
conditions, 
pregnant women, 
the young and 
elderly to have their 
flu vaccination 
before the season 
hits. 

Although very 
common and considered 
by some to be nothing 
major, flu can actually 
be very dangerous and 
put lives at risk 
especially if you are 
very young, pregnant, 
over 65 years of age or 
over six months of age 
and have an existing 
illness or health 
condition such as 
asthma, diabetes, heart 
disease. 

Last year, over 
100,000 people in the 
ABMU area had their flu 
vaccination. 

Dr Sara Hayes, 
ABMU Director of 
Public Health, explains: 
“Flu is a nasty virus and 
affects people 
differently. Some people 
can carry the virus but 
have few symptoms. 
Others, who consider 
themselves fit and 


healthy can be hit for six 
by it and are unable to 
get up. 

“But our greatest 
concern is for specific 
high-risk groups of 
people who if they catch 
flu can become so ill 
they need hospital care. 
Sadly, some people have 
even died because of it. 
This is why we provide 
a free flu vaccination 
and encourage those in a 
high-risk group to have 
their vaccination before 
the flu season begins.” 

One group is anyone 
over the age of six 
months who has an 
existing illness or 
condition such as 
asthma, cancer, heart 
disease, liver disease and 
diabetes. 

Dr Hayes added: 
“Even if you only have a 
check up once or twice a 
year for your condition 
you are still at a greater 
risk from flu. It’s so 
important you have the 
vaccination. 

“The same applies to 
anyone over the age of 
65 years, but in this case 
it doesn’t matter if you 
have an existing illness 
or condition or you are 
as fit as a fiddle.”

M ount 

EVEREST

underplayed on the big 
screen. 

The more pertinent 
question would be 
whether or not it be a 
case of scope over 
substance, foregoing the 
nuances of narrative and 
character in order to 
focus solely on wowing 
the audience visually, 
and the answer is, 
slightly befuddled 
conclusion aside, it does 
a pretty good job of 
marrying these two 
elements. 

Director Baltasar 
Kormakur’s previous 
films were the 
entertaining, if hollow, 
Contraband and decent 
action film 2 Guns, 
neither of which 
indicated that he had 
something with far 
greater scope in him; 
his direction here is 
hugely impressive, 
capturing the scale of 
the mountain while also 
showcasing how deadly 
and beautiful it can be. 

The direction is 
immersive, thrusting 
you right onto the 
mountainside (if you 
manage to watch the 
film without shivering 
at least once, you’re a 
hardier soul than I) and 
keeping you there; first 
to admire the skill and 
determination of those 
who climbed the 
mountain, then to feel 
the horror and fear as 
their decline goes 
horribly wrong. 

As you would 
imagine from a film 
written by two 
screenwriters with 
Oscar pedigree in 
Simon Beaufoy and 
William Nicholson, 
there is a greater level 
of quality in terms of 
how the characters are 
written and play out, far 
more so than your 
average disaster movie. 

Each character is 
clearly marked with 
their own individual 
arcs that the writers 
service with aplomb, 
granting the film depth 
and resonance that the 
actors bring to life 
beautifully. 

Jason Clarke’s Rob, 
the head of the 
company who is 
guiding the walkers up 
Everest, is your 
everyman with noble 
intentions (attempting to 
generate publicity for 
the company through a 
magazine article, 
helping one of the 
climbers achieve his 
dream), a character 
Clarke essays with ease. 
Josh Brolin is your 
typical braggadocious 
Texan, pig-headed about 
getting to the top; Jake 
Gyllenhall the laid-back 
climber; while the 
chance to see personal 
favourites John Hawkes 
(as a postman with a 


desire to make real his 
aims) and Michael 
Kelly (as the journalist 
writing about the climb) 
in higher profile roles 
also appeals, the film 
not short on acting 
quality. 

There is the sense 
that at times it plays its 
genre cards a little too 
broadly, several 
moments where you can 
sense what is going to 
go wrong and conspire 
against the characters 
and their aims of 
staying alive, but the 
biggest false move the 
film makes comes in its 
choice of whose view 
we see the film from. 

The film makes such 
a point of following 
Rob’s story, including 
tearful phone calls 
home to pregnant wife 
Keira Knightley from 
the beginning, that 
when it reaches an 
emotional crescendo, it 
suddenly moves focus 
onto another character’s 
miraculous cheating of 
death. 

There’s nothing 
wrong with that, but 
what the latter character 
achieves means that the 
film could, and should, 
have been told from his 
point of view, with a 
subplot involving his 
family at home backing 
this up. 

It’s a misstep that 
pulls some of the 
emotion out of what is a 
saddening story made 
all the more terrible by 
its basis in fact, and 
means that while 
Everest drips with class 
and skill, come the 
conclusion you’re left 
feeling a little flat. 

VERDICT: An 
impressive film that 
engages and enthrals, 
Everest is grand in 
scope and scale but 
doesn’t underplay or 
ignore the emotional 
core at the centre of the 
story. It loses direction 
a little come a 
conclusion that feels 
mishandled, but this 
aside it’s a solid, 
visually spectacular 
piece of work. 
Enjoyable.

Mr Michael Fardy is a 
Consultant Oral and 
Maxillofacial Surgeon 
for the Cardiff and Vale 
Trust, and he often has 
the task of explaining to a 
patient just what their 
treatment will involve. 

He said: “In the case, 
for instance, of cancer of 
the jaw, I have to explain 
that I, or my colleague,

have to cut away their 
jawbone - and then cut 
bone from their lower leg 
bone to rebuild their 
face.” 

To get to this level of 
expertise, Mr Fardy and 
Mr Jones have had to 
train for 17 years. The 
career path is to take a 
degree in dentistry, and 
then take a medical 
degree - followed by 
qualifying as a surgeon 
and finally as a 
maxillofacial surgeon. 

He said: “In so many 
cases, the trauma of that 
initial consultation is 
such that, by the time the 
patient gets home, he or 
she can’t remember a 
thing. 

“As a result, the 
charity worked with the 
local health board to 
produce a DVD that 
would enable the patient 
to take everything in 
when they returned 
home. 

“Over the last 20 
years, the charity has 
funded extra members of 
the team - a clinical nurse 
specialist, a dietician and 
a speech and language 
specialist.” 

Recently, a number of 
new trustees decided to 


get involved, and this has 
resulted in a new 
website , 
www.faceupcym.ru .org .uk 
and there is no shortage 
of areas where the team 
could put cash raised to 
good use. 

In recent months, there 
has been increased 
fundraising activity. 
Three consultants from 
the Dental Hospital - 
Phil Atkin; Nick Drage 
and Liam Addy took part 
in the inaugural Wales 
Velothon on June 14.

The Old Rectory is a 
large, impressive, Grade 
Two listed building, 
situated in a quiet 
corner of the village, 
and boasting an 


illustrious history. 

For many years it 
was the home of priests 
who served the parish 
of St Mary’s Church in 
Wenvoe. 

Its current 
appearance with an 
elegant 10-windowed 
frontage facing Old Port 
Road changed around 
the late 1700s when the 
Wenvoe Estate was sold 
to Mr Peter Birt in 
1773. 

The house has been 
known by different 
names over the 
centuries - ‘Glebe 
House’, ‘Parsonage 
House’ and ‘The 
Rectory’. 

The famous 
Methodist preacher 
John Wesley was 
entertained to dinner 
twice in the house in 
1741 and 1748 while he 
was undertaking 
speaking engagements, 
including ones at 
Wenvoe Church. 

Rectors of Wenvoe 
lived in the building 
until as recently as 
1969. 

But now, as staff and 
residents celebrate its 
30th year as a 
residential home, the 
focus is very much on 
providing the most up- 


to-date care. 

The manager Gordon 
Paton has done a huge 
amount of research into 
how to provide the very 
best care, incorporating 
ideas developed by 
Dementia Care Matters, 
a leading dementia care, 
‘culture change’ 
organisation. 

Gordon said: “We are 
very lucky with the staff 
who maintain a high 
quality of service.

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‘Fogo’ — from ironworks 
to the racecourse 

BRIAN LEE’S WELSH STEEPLECHASE JOCKEYS 


‘Let’s not be 
fussy over the 
new post office’ 


Today’s subject from my 
out-of-print book Welsh 
Steeplechase Jockeys 
(Cwm Nedd Press, 1993) 
is Fother gill Rowlands. 
Monmouthshire’s 
F o t h e r g i 1 1 
Rowlands was one 
of the men 
responsible for the 
revival of the sport 
of steeplechasing in 
the 1880s and it was 
thanks to him that 
the National Hunt 
Chase was 

established in 1859. 

‘Fogo’, as he was 
affectionately known on 
the racecourse, was 
brought up to study 
medicine like his father 
who had the 
responsibility of looking 
after the workers at the 
Nant-y-glo Ironworks. 

But the call of the turf 
proved too much for 
Fogo and in 1844 he 
gave up practising 
medicine and became 
one of the crack 
gentlemen riders of his 
day. Whenever he rode 
he sported white kid 
gloves, probably in 
imitation of Jem Mason, 
but unlike Mason he was 
no dandy. 

It was on his own 
mare Medora that he 
won the Baden-Baden 
Grand Steeplechase in 
Germany in 1862. 

This prolific winner 


was successful in the 
Cardiff Open 

Steeplechase of 1865 
when ridden by William 
Reeves, Fogo’s head 
man. 

This is how the 
Monmouthshire Merlin 
newspaper reported the 
race: ‘This was the great 
race of the meeting. A 
good start was effected 
with Persuader soon in 
front, closely followed 
by Bowman and Bunting. 

‘At the second fence 
Persuader refused and 
the other two horses went 
into the ditch. Medora 
then took up the running, 
closely followed by the 
other horses, and all three 
came towards home in a 
bunch, when Medora 
gained an advantage on 
the last fence and won 
easily, the pony being 
beaten for second place 
by St Florence by two 
lengths.’ 

Medora had been 
given top weight of 12st 
in the 1863 Grand 
National having proved 
herself the best in the 
land. But after running 
well for most of the 
journey she was 
eventually pulled up by 
her owner/rider near the 
finish. 

Another good horse 
Fogo was associated with 
was Lord Strathmore’s 
The Switcher and it is on 
this horse that Fogo can 
be seen in Herring 


senior’s celebrated 
painting of Steeplechase 
Cracks, published in 
1847. 

Fogo won a race for 
the King of the 
Netherlands at Loo 
Races in 1848 and when 
he was past his prime he 
put up an astounding 
performance when 
beating Henry Custance 
by a short head in a 
match at Stockbridge. 

Custance, it must be 
stated, not only won the 
Derby three times, but 
also had a St Leger and a 
1,000 Guineas to his 
credit. 

The most unusual 
‘race’ Fogo appears to 
have taken part in was 
when for a bet he 
matched himself to carry 
on his back his great 
friend Reggie Herbert 50 
yards along Monnow 
Street, Monmouth, faster 
than a rather stout 
gentleman, who had been 
dining with them, could 
run twice the distance. 
Needless to say Fogo 
won his bet! 

Fogo, as recalled in 
Reggie Herbert’s When 
Diamonds Were Trumps, 
was good at making up 
epigrams. 

Two of his particular 
favourites being ‘Bad 
luck is good luck, if 
you’ll make it so’ and 
‘Experience is worth 
nothing unless you pay 
for it, but the less you 


pay for it the better.’ 

When his race riding 
days were over he started 
training first at Prestbury 
Park, Cheltenham, and 
later at Pitt Place, 
Epsom. His patrons 
included The Prince of 
Wales, Lord Queensbury, 
Lord Marcus Beresford, 
Reggie Herbert and Sir 
John Astley. 

Fogo saddled 

Columbus to win the 
Cheltenham Grand 
Annual in 1866 while 
two other big race 
winners for him were 
The Scamp and The 
Mate. 

While at Epsom he 
trained the Prince of 
Wales’s The Arab Alep 
who in a match for 
£500 - a lot of money 
back then - beat Lord 
Strathairn’s Avowal over 
four miles. This was the 
Prince of Wales’ first 
winner on the flat! 

*Reggie Herbert, 
another Monmouthshire 
man and who is 
mentioned in this extract 
will be our next subject. 


A S a car-less 
octogenarian 
, I am one of 
those for whose 
convenience Mr 
Morse expresses his 
concern. 

I welcome the 
proposed opening of a 
new post office right 
here in Cowbridge, 
wherever it may be 
located. To me it would 
be a personal relief of 
Mafeking. 

Neither Llantwit nor 
Bridgend is of the 
slightest help to me and 
currently I must plan 
visits to Cardiff like a 
military exercise for the 
smallest transaction and 
at the loss of a day from 
my life. 

True, I live on the 
eastern side of town, but 
I walk from one end to 
the other at least once a 
week, if not more 
frequently. 

If I can do it, so can 
others! It’s not like 
travelling the Great Silk 
Road - by Mr Morse’s 


reckoning, 500 yards or 
so. 

If you must use a car, 
there is parking space 
available a few yards 
round the comer from 
the proposed branch. 

You don’t have to be 
right outside the door! 

We can’t afford to be 
fussy. We need a post 
office right here in 
Cowbridge, no matter 
where. 

Remember, this will 
be a fresh type of 
facility, no longer under 
threat of closure because 
of the retirement, 
relocation or bankruptcy 
of the host retailer. 

Please, don’t let the 
present frustrating 
situation continue, 
possibly into infinity, 
because of a quibble!

Pack leader Huw 
Thomas was to the fore 
in this facet of play and 
after breaching the first 
line of defence the ball 
was fed by lively scrum 
half Sam Middlemiss to 
prop Luke Dyer, who 
displayed good hands in 
giving a well weighted 
pass to second row 
Gareth Williams, who 
crossed for the try. 

This was to prove the 
only points scored at that 
end of the pitch, 
verifying the influence 
of the topography of the 
pitch.

TWICKENHAM’S 
THE NEXT STOP 

...and it’s far from 
mission impossible 
for Gatland’s braves 


E VEN before a ball was 
kicked in anger in their 
must-win opening match 
of the Rugby World Cup 
against Uruguay at the 
Millennium Stadium on 
Sunday, Welsh players had been 
given an early marker for the 
challenge ahead - with pool A 
rivals England’s 35-11 win over 
Fiji at Twickenham. 

That bonus point result added to 
the pressure on a much-changed 
Wales side to seize a priceless 
opportunity to better this result 
against the weakest team in the 
‘group of death’ - and make a 
statement of their own before the 
big clash at Twickenham on 
Saturday evening. 

They knew there could be no 
excuse for failure - after all, as the 
fifth-ranked team in the world, they 
were in the unfamiliar position of 
being seen as Goliath versus David 
(Uruguay are ranked 19th in the 
world). 

Apart from obvious home 
advantage, there was also a marked 
physical disparity between the sides, 
Wales having the heaviest pack of 
the 20 teams in the tournament 
(averaging around 227lbs), with the 
south American amateurs the 
lightest (around 4171bs). 

There had been calls in some 
media quarters for head coach 
Warren Gatland to follow England’s 
example and field his strongest team 


from the outset, but the Kiwi had 
opted for a balanced line-up that 
saw many first choice players held 
back for the sterner test ahead, but 
nevertheless was underpinned by 
skipper Sam Warburton in tandem 
with Justin Tipuric, and second row 
giant Luke Charteris. 

It also saw the return from injury 
of tight-head prop Samson Lee and 
fullback Liam Williams, on which so 
much hope depends for Wales in this 
global tournament. 

Despite the wide gap between the 
two sides in world terms, the Welsh 
camp had insisted that they were 
taking the South American 
amateurs u very seriously”. 

Warburton revealed beforehand 
that they had been closely studying 
videos of Los Teros in action: “I 
cannot speak highly enough of our 
analysts. I can go on my laptop and 
see clips of all of their squad players, 
their set piece, and games they have 
played in the past, ” he said. 

“It means we can have a good look 
at them. We can look at the line out and 
plan the best options going forward. 

“It’s been a month since Uruguay 
played a bit. However, we expect them 
to be more organised than what we 
have seen.” 

And that indeed proved to be the 
case, for despite that extensive 
Welsh homework on the laptop, the 
visitors, far from being overawed by 
the occasion, belied their ‘minnows’ 
status with a spirited and committed 
display that seemed to unsettle their 
higher ranked opponents from the 
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outset. In fact, the game was barely 
one minute old when Wales 
committed the first of many 
transgressions. Outside half Felipe 
Berchesi gave Uuruguay a three- 
point lead with the resultant penalty 
and then almost immediately failed 
with an audacious penalty attempt 
from all of 45 yards, as the 
discomfited Wales defence offended 
again. 

He made amends with a third 
penalty awarded for a high tackle 
that amazingly put his team six 
points ahead inside 10 minutes - to a 
stunned silence from the home 
crowd and the delight of the small 
pockets of Uruguay supporters 
scattered around the stadium. 

With the Welsh eight worryingly 
making heavy weather of containing 
their lively, lightweight opponents 
upfront, and the backline constantly 
misfiring, relief came in the shape of 
the returning Samson Lee, who 
completed a driving maul with a try 
converted by outside half Rhys 
Priestland, to edge Wales into a one- 
point lead. 

When this was followed minutes 
later by the first of three tries by 
Blues centre Cory Allen, converted 
by Priestland, the crowd expected 



that this would finally settle Wales 
down, but in fact it was the south 
Americans who scored next when 
Barchesi landed his third penalty to 
make the score 14-9. 

Two tries by the Barry man to 
complete his hat trick, coolly 
converted by Priestland, doubled the 
Welsh tally to 28 points, but the 
rising Welsh error count - lost 
possession, turn-overs and dropped 
passes that torpedoed promising 
attacks and cost the side dearly - 
continued to be a concern as a 
mixed first half drew to a close. 

Ten minutes after the change-over 
Hallam Amos’ converted touchdown 
took the score to 35-9, but even then 
the bustling Uruguayans were not 
subdued and launched an attack of 
their own, only to be penalised and 
see Priestland relieve the danger 
with a 30-yard clearance to touch. 

Then came another blow for 
Wales as man-of-the-match Cory 
Allen injured a hamstring in a 
tackle and it was later learned that 
his World Cup adventure is over, 
adding to the lengthening casualty 
list in this injury-hit campaign. 

He was replaced by former 
Cowbridge student Lloyd Williams 
(son of Brynmor) and it was the 
signal for others to appear off the 
bench. 

Scrum half Gareth Davies scored 
the first of two tries as more gilt 
edged chances went begging, until 
Justin Tipuric forced his way over 
for a try converted by Priestland, to 


make the score 47-9. 

In the dying minute, Priestland 
converted Gareth Davies’ second 
touchdown for a commanding final 
bonus point score of 54-9. 

The question though on 
everyone’s lips was - will even this 
be enough, with both leading pool 
rivals England and Australia yet to 
face the south American minnows, 
particularly with Wales leaving the 
field with yet more walking 
wounded. 

Before then, of course, there is the 
no small matter of a full-blown 
Twickenham showdown with the 
‘old enemy’ - kicking off at the 
ridiculous time for travelling Welsh 
supporters of 8pm on Saturday. 

It could well prove to be a crucial 
decider in the eventual outcome of 
pool A - and one that both sides 
know they simply cannot afford to 
lose. 

It all makes for another epic 
crunch clash between these two arch 
rivals and the home team appear to 
hold all the aces. 

But there is something in the ‘all 
for one, one for all’ spirit in this 
depleted Welsh camp that could yet 
see them confound the sceptics. 

Gatland & Co have prevailed 
there before so the Twickenham 
factor should hold few fears for 
them. 

Despite their unprecedented injury 
misfortunes, they will know it’s 
definitely not mission impossible!
